Consular Service ApiiroiH'iatlous. 


A New York Tribune's Washington 


special says : The niggardly treatment 
of the Consular Service by the Demo- 
cratic House in the last Congress was a 
disgrace to the nation. Some time ago 
a draft was resolved at the Treasury, 
drawn by the United States Consul in 
China for incidental expenses in main- 
taining the Consulate at which he was 
stationed. The diaH was seat by a 
branch of the Oriental Banking House 
for collection, but was sent back in « 
faw days "disallowed." The Conspl 
who had been recalled, was informed 
that the druft had been protested, and 
oame here in haste to ascertain the 
•ause. He was told at the State De- 
partment that the formula was to pat in 
the claim, and when he did so he was 
told there was no appropriation availa- 
able 
to pay it.

the law specially states that such claims 
can be paid from only one special fund, 
a fund appropriated for that purpose, 
and this has all been expended, and the 
only way in which Consuls can recover 
is to have their claims provided for by 
the next Congress. One of the Consuls, 
who baa juat returned from the East, is 
bitter about his treatment by the Gov- 
ernment. He says the Consuls of other 
nations are maintained by their govern- 
ments in good style, while American 
•Consuls are compelled to live like beg- 
gars or to expend their own money. 
Ha said: "The Chinese have utter con- 
tempt for American Consuls, because 
the latter cannot live like white men. 
The British and German Consuls have 
all the swing there and can get anything 
they want, while those from this coun- 
try httTo to go bepging." 


SUnrp Prncnce of Subsidized Honda 


The Times' Washington special eaysi: 


Assistant Secretary Jenks of the Inter- 
ior Department, has turned his atten- 
tion to the railroad brunch of his duties. 
He expresses himself -very much dissat- 
isfied with what be finds. The repoits 
of the Union and Central Paoiflc are to 
him most unsatisfactory. He says the 
subsidized roads are evidently being 
stripped of everything valuable, so that 
wheu the Government has to aot it will 
-find nothing to take hold of. The neg- 
lect of the Government's interests in 
the past has been most shameful. He 
proposes to suggest to the Commis- 
sioner of Railroads a system of reports 
demanding information that will be ol 
value, even to requiring a report of the 
proceedings of the directors' meetings 
The Commissioner of Railroads ia en- 
dowed by law with all the powers of 
Congressional Committee, but this au- 
thority does not seem to have been ex- 
ercised. In bis proposed energetic re- 
forms be is confident of the hearty co- 
-operation of Gen. Johnson, the new 
Commissioner.

TDSCABOBA, (Nev.), Sept. 8th, 1885. 
Tuscarora is considered 
the best 


amp in Eastern Nevada at the present 
ime. It is situated on the southern 
lope of Mount Blitzen, overlooking 
independence Valley, about fifty miles 
icrth of Elko, on the Central Pacific 
tailrcacl, and is the county seat. 
It 


outsins at the present time about 1,000 
nhabitanta, nearly all of whom are 
miners, from whom it derives its princi- 


l resources. 
There are at present six mines work- 


ng by companies, viz: The Grand 
rize and Argenta, under the superiu- 
bndency of Mr. I. E. Dixon. 
The 


trgetita has only five to six men work- 
ug, while the Grand Prize has about 
ighty between the mines and mill. 
'tieye two mines urn situated on the 
ast aide of our town, arid adjoining 
uoa other. On the west side are HU- 
uuted the Navnjo, Belle Isle, and North 
5elle Isle, adjoining each othor. These 
le managed by Mr. W. C. Price, who 
Iso manages the Independence, lying 


north of tho town and a little east of 
he North Delle Isle. All of these 
mines have been worked for the past 
our months principally by lessees and 
on tractors. 
The Independence and Belle Is'e 


lave each four to six men working 
uder wiigan at the present time—the 
ortu Belle Isle has two or three less- 
as, while the Navnjo ban probably sixty 
man working under wages. Ibe Belle 
sle and North Bt-llo do all their hoist- 
ng through the Navajo shaft—although 
he North Belle Isle has hoisting works 
if its own. The Nuvnjo and Iiidepen- 
lenoe mill—owned jointly between the 
wo companies—has shut down since 
fubrnary last, and, although the lessees 
u the west-aide mines, as well aa the 
Navajo Company itself have considera- 
te ore out, it appears to its bore that 
.he Company does not intend to mill 
or some time to come, therefore leav- 
ng their looses bard up, as we" as hav- 
ug to assess the stockholders of the 
company to pay expense*—while the 
wo Belle Isles and the Independence 
lave been run on assessments for a 
number of years. 
The people of Tus- 


catora, having confidence in these minus 
were large owners in the stock, but have 
gradually beeu frozen out. 


Besides these 
mines we have P. 


P. (formerly the Revenue), the Elko 
Consolidated, the Central Consolidated 
^formerly the Grand Central), and the 
Young America and Young America 
South, the Silver Prize, the Common- 
wealth, and the Diaua mines, all of 
which are incorporated, but have been 
lying idle for years, except the assess- 
ment work being performed once a year. 
A couple of lessees in the Young Amer- 
ica South are maklug good wishes, and 
ship their ore once a month tj'Sundy, 
Utah. Besides these the whole country 
for miles around is located by prospect- 
ors, the most noted of which is the May 
Queen, owned by Messrs. Parsons, 
Bird and Sullivan. This is situated 
just north of the North Belle Isle, and 
ships from 10 to 20 tons of ore to 
Sandy, Utah, every three or four weeks, 
which average from $350 to $600 per 
ton. 
Tfapro are also a few other claims 


which might be mentioned, but as they 
art) only prospecting y«t and keeping 
everything quiet until they get them de- 
veloped, there is very little known 
about them, although it is generally 
supposed that they are above the aver- 
age prospects. 


This camp, like all, others, is cursed 


by a few cranks calling themselves 
prospectors—who go around locatirg 
claims in such numbers that it is irn- 
posbible for them to do the assessment 
work as the law requires, nor have they 
the means to pay for having it done. 
And if anyone else should atep on their 
ground and fiud anything, they take 
menus to stop them. As lu a recent 
case where some prospectors found a 
good paying ledge on vacant ground, 
one of these cranks moved his entry 
post about 70 feet, ao as to take in the 
ledge, and not having any means him- 
self, but a very smooth tou«ue he got 
some backers, thereby causing these 
others considerable trouble and ex- 
pense. But wheu it was brought into 
comtitwasat once dismissed without 
any evidence being taken. 


These cranks do not do any more 


work on their claims than the law of a 
well regulated burying ground would 
require to bury them if dead. And il 
they do accidentally happen to strike a 
little stringer of ore they will not lease 
it, nor do any more work, considering 
that the claim is fully developed. A< 
the same time they are afraid that a few 
more shovelful* would leave it barren 
If any one would b« foolish enough to 
look at it witb the intention of buying 
it, nothing short of a quarter of a mill- 
ion would be thought of.

A Sew Srar. 


A Herald cable gives a minute account 


of the new wonder attracting the atten- 
tion of astronomers in the constellation. 
Andromeda. On August 10th the nebula 
was carefully scanned, bat not the 
slightest change was observed. The 
nebula, according to the photograph 
ben taken, remained in its ordinary 
audition of a gigantic agglomeration of 
aintly-glowmg stars, in which the most 
lowerful telescope could distinguish 
lothmg except a faintly-dcfiuud nucleus 
f the nebula. On August 19th a naw 
tar was seen as a brilliant point near 
tie nucleus, but the great importance 
f the discovery was not appreciated 
intil this week. 
Since its sudden 


irtU the star has given constant cause 
or astronomical gossip on account of 
ts irrugular habits. Not only hits it 
hanged its position iu the sky ten 
eccmda in one direction and two seconds 
n the other, but it also shines with an 
usteady, flickering, orange-like light 
ew to the star family. 
The Herald thinks Lnplaccs' conoep- 


ion of tbe infinitely slow accretion of 
tars from gasuon's nebula is jeopardized 
iy the wouderous orb which has sprung 
roin Andromeda's star nebula. This 
new suu thiows doubt upon the long- 


ocepted idua that the universe embraces 
u infinity of such solar systems us 
ura. 
There are indications tbat it 


nay show u unity of the universe, and 
bat its erratic course, ao lately begun, 
may go far to revolutionize the modern 
science of astronomy. The newly-born 
tar may be found in the eastern sky, 
well up from the horizon, as A glowing 
>oint of the eighth magnitude, sur- 
•ouuded by a cloud-like mist of nebula, 
rom which it sprang. A good pair of 
pera glasses will clearly show both tbe 
nebula and star.

croft & Co., of San Francisco, who have 
,h» contract for furnishing the new 
;ext-books, refuse to exchange them for 
;he old cues wbijb are Bold in stock by 
dealers, and which the decree of the 
Board of Education makes unsaleable. 


This is certainly a gross injustice to 


the retail book dealers of the State, who 
are entitled to pome protection from the 
Board of Education against the rapacity 
of the wholesale dealeis. Retail deal- 
era have no means of knowing what 
changes the Board of Education muy 
make in school bo ^ks at any meeting, 
and as it is liable to discard as worth- 
less at its next meeting the book* which 
it prescribed at its last meeting, the re- 
tailer, who keeps books for the accom- 
modation of customers, is liable, as in 
ihe present instance, to be left with a 
lot of unsaleable books on his shelves.
